REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicants filed an amendment on 6/17/04. After consideration of the amended claims 
and reconsideration of the prior art the examiner agrees with the applicant's analysis of 
the claims and the prior art. In addition it is note that the prior art fails to teach a 
cleaning method for parts of the plasma-processing chamber wherein wet cleaning of 
the disassembled parts is combined with plasma cleaning of these parts. The prior art, 
which discloses the plasma cleaning, teaches it as a periodic step for cleaning the 
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chamber between the wet cleaning by generating plasma in the chamber to remove 
contaminants and to increase the time between wet cleaning. US Patent 5,756,400 is 
cited to show that the steps of cleaning of disassembled chamber parts with organic 
solvent and wet cleaning times up to 24 hours were conventional in the art. See at least 
column 1 , lines 54-67. However, the examiner's position that neither this document, nor 
other prior art, taken alone or in combination, teaches or fairly suggest the claimed 
method.
